Deeds at Bouresches, Bois de Belleau, Torcy 
and Chateau Thierry Described 
by Gen. Pershing.

WASHINGTON, July 6.—Gen. Per- 
shing yesterday reported to the War 
Lepartment that he had awarded dis- 
inguished service crosses to the fol- 
|lowing officers and men of the Ma- 
rine Corps for acts of gallantry: 
Corp. Raymond W. Boone, after 
receiving three severe wounds, he 
continued in the advance on Baure- 
sches, France, on June 6, 1918. Hav- 
ing been sent to the rear, he returned 
close to the advanced lines, and there 


assisted in bringing in wounded. 

Corp. Harry B. Fiatcher: After 
being severely wounded in the cap- 
ture of Bouresches, France, on June 
6, 1918, he refused to go to the rear 
for treatment, remaining at his post 
and urging on his men to renewed ef- 
fcrts. 

Corp. David L. Spaulding: He re- 
turned to the front line, encouraging 
his men, after having been sent to 
the rear with a severe wound, in the 


advance of Bouresches, France, on 
June 6, 1918. 
Private Albert E. Brooks: At 


Eouresches. France, on June 6, 1918, 
he was_conspicuous for the heroic 
action of placing his body in front 
of his platoon leader, while under 
heavy machine gun fire, in order that 
he might dress the latter’s wounds. 
He was shot twice in the hip while 
shielding the body of his leader. 

Private John G. Flecken: During 
the capture of Bouresches, France, 
June 6, 1918, twice hit in the leg, he 
cragged his auto rifle 200 yards for- 
ward, opened fire on an enemy ma- 
chine gun and silenced it. 

Refused to Go to Rear. 

Private Eriea C. Huffsteder: After 
being severely wounded in the occu- 
pution of Bouresches, France, June 
6, 1918, he refused to go to the rear. 
He remained and assisted with the 
wounded, displaying great self-sac- 
rifice and devotion to duty. 

First Lieutenant Julius G. Unpga- 
well, marine: Having been previously 
wounded in the battle of La Cenco 
farm, he refused to be evacuated, re- 
maining with his company and con- 
ducting his platoon with marked 
bravery and skill in an assault on a 
formidable machine-gun position 


1918. 
Corp. Harold J. Randles, marine: 
In the Bois de Belleau, on June 6, 
1918, in delivering messages, volun- 
tarily chose the most direct route 
through a machine-gun barrage to 
deliver information which prevented 
the bombardment of positions that 
had just been -ccupied. He chase 
the path of danger to save his com- 
rades because it was the shortest.

RUSSIA EXPLAINED. 


EFORE the present war Russia 
was a mystery to the world 
and particularly to Americans 

-——a mystery which few were interest- 
ed to solve. With the coming of the 
war, however, the world tried to un- 
derstand the giant and to realize that 
something was keeping this giant 
from asserting himself as he should, 
against his foe, Germany. It may be 
new to many that even France, which 
was allieq with Russia.for a long 
time, did not know the real Russia. 
This at least is the contention of 
Charles Rivet in his “The Last of the 
Romanoffs.”’ 

Monsieur Rivet resided in Russia 
for a number of years. 


journalist, being correspondent of the} 
well known Parisian daily paper Le'| 
Temps. As such he could observe 
and he did. Many of the things he 
gent to his paper were censored even 
before the war. 

The author makes ft possible for us 
to understand Russia by telinig of 
her struggles, her ideals, her political 
parties, her classes, her various social 
strata. He tells us of the life at court 
with the Czarina and her German 
ways and ideals, of her superstitions 
and her attachment to the unspeak- 
able Rasputin, who helped bring 
about the downfall of the Romanoffs, 
by opening the eyes of the people to 
the corruption at court. 

‘One of the most fascinating chap- 
ters is given over to the abdication of 
the Czar. It is written as only a 
Frenchman can write. The book is 
worth reading for that chapter alone. 

To those who despair over Russia’s 
situation at present it may be well to 
quote Rivet's view, which, coming 
from a man who knows the situation, 
is encouraging: 

“The Russian Liberalism which 
was the begetter of the new era has 
stood by watching impotently the in- 
ternationalist machinations of some 
and the German maneuvers of others. 
It refused—and was wrong to refuse 
~—<—to begin a struggle which might 
have seemed to be a defense of its 
own interests. But its inactivity does 
not at all mean that it has been swal- 
lowed up in the whirlwind. It will 
certainly play its part in society 
again. It knows now, in face of the 
excesses which have been commit- 
ted, what it owes to the country. It 
knows that the enormous majority of 
Russians is only too anxious to follow 
it, as that mass is Russian first and 
foremost and cannot make head or 
tail of German Marxian theories. 
Russian Liberalism is still a living 
forée which centers round the Cadet 
party, which has worked out in de- 
tail, in view of coming struggles, an 
agrarian program which should win 
over the rural population. We shall 
yet find the Liberals, now contemned 
as ‘burjui,’ sharing with Moderate 
Socialists the direction of public af- 
fairs. A few tub-thumpers have been 
able to deceive Europe about their 
importance by the deafening uproar 
they made. The vast majority of 
Russia does not sympathize with 
them. It will find itself again after 
a moment of aberration of which the 
Leninist propaganda was one of the 
principal causes.” (KE. P. Dutton &

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‘TmHE UNPARDONABLE SIN,’’ 
RR classe HUGHES may well be 


classed in that category of 
America’s gifted ajuthors 
whose name alone is sufficient guar- 
antee *that the reader will not be 


disappointed. 

And so it is with his latest novel, 
“The Unpardonable Sin,” a story of 
the adventures of a young American 
girl who goes to Belgium after the 
Yerman invasion in search of her 
mother and sister. Incidents of the 
atrocities committed by the invading 
Huns have all the earmarks of truth, 
and though revolting in character 
almost to a point of suggesting ex- 
aggeration, are no doubt authentic in 
their general character if not abso- 
lutely so in these specific instances. 

In support of this theory there is 
the statement of the publishers that 
“the facts are gathered from per- 
sonal sources of information and 
have been made into the most dra- 
matic novel you have ever read.” 

Also there is the statement by the 
author that ‘“‘this story owes much 
to Capt. John Francis Lucey, to 
whose genius and sacrifice countless 
Belgians owe their lives.’ 

The story is brought home to us 
more especially in the parts where 
Herbert C. Hoover and Brand Whit- 
lock figure in their official capacities. 
Recollections of news dispatches of 
the trying days for the Belgians in 
1914 are recalled in many chapters 
of the book with a vividness that in 
memory turns incidents of four years 
ago into the happenings of but a day 
old. 

The curtain of this dramatic story. 
so full of pathos and tragedy, is 
raised on a scene in Carthage, Mo., 
where the heroine makes her ap- 
pearance under abnormal conditions, 
and from then until the end interest 
of the reader never lags. In facts the 
narrative improves with each chap- 
ter until Dimny Parcot reaches Bel- 
gium, when sympathy for the gir! 
is mingled with hatred for the Ger- 
mans and all that represents that 
world-wide misnomer—German Kul- 
tur. 

In Belgium Dimny Parcot’s beau- 
ty and refinement, instead of court- 
ing protection and kind treatment 
from the invading German officers, 
bring forth only insults concealed 
under the cloak of mock-chivalry 
worn by the lecherous Hun. We 
must remember that at the time of 
the story the United States was neu- 
tral and that an American in Bel- 
gium was entitled to protection from 
the Germans instead of the ill-treat- 
ment. 

Sad indeed was the predicament 
that Dimny Parcot’s mother and sis- 
ter found themselves in after the at- 
tack made by the Germans in the 
convent where they theught they 
and their virtue were safe. Sad in- 
deed, too, was the predicament of 
the good sisters, also victims of the 
malicious Hun officers, bent upon 
satisfying their animal nature while 
preaching the Kultur of the father- 
land. 

A book worth reading is “The 
Unpardonable Sin,” especially rec- 
ommended to persons who uphold 
the German asa Christian or one 
of culture and refinement.

German intriguers are extremely 
active in Mexico, according to Acker- 
man, but seem to have given up 
hope of aiding Germany by force of 
arms. They will be content to keep 
the country neutral, for the sake of 
the supplies of raw material Ger- 
many hopes to obtain from Mexico 
after the war.

GET THE HIGHEST UP. 

The confession of Julius C. Jackson with the 
arrest and admissions of Edward Corley, chief: 
clerk in the office of Bruce Cameron, superin- 
tendent of transportation, brings the responsi- 
bility for the theft of referendum petitions to 
the door of the United Railways. 

Judgment as to personal responsibility must 
be withheld until all the facts are known. 

The important thing is that Jackson, who di- 
rected the crime in the interest of his employ- 
ers, the United Railways, and Corley who sup- 
plies another link in the chain of evidence are 
in custody and are willing to testify. 

The investigation must be pressed to the 
end, until every man who is implicated in this 
criminal assault upon popular rights is brought 
to justice. Circuit Attorney McDaniel has done 
well in pushing this investigation of the 
crime and in bringing in Jackson to serve 
as a-state witness. The work so far has been 
successfully: accomplished. 
to push the inquiry and the prosecution of those 
responsible for the crime to its conclusion. The 
only satisfactory conclusion is the adequate 
punishment of the man or men who conceived the 
crime and ordered it executed. The man to get 
is the man highest up in the criminal conspiracy.

Secretary Baker’s Fébruary statement that we 
would have half a million troops in Europe 
“early in the. present year’ was just vague 
enough and just reassuring enough to warrant a 
good deal of speculation. Exactly when the mo- 
ment was reached may not matter so much now 
in a practical sense. Still, the figures showing 
what the Secretary meant in his time schedule 
are not without interest. 

The report sets forth in detail that the trans- 
port of forces during eight months of 1917 
brought a total of 187,918 army men to Europe 
on Jan. 1 last. Unauthorized and exaggerated 
rumors at the time placed the number at a much 
higher figure. During January 46,776 troops were 


sent abroad and during February 48,027, so that) 


at about the time Mr. Baker was talking to the 
committee we had 282,711 “over there.” But dur- 
ing March 83,811 and during April 117,212 men 
went over, making a total of 483,744 on May 1. 
These figures do not include the marines. Assum- 
ing that the greater part of that force went over 
prior to May 1, “early in the present year” is 
fixed at an hour sometime in the first few days 
of May. During that month a total of 244,345 and 
during June 276,372 went over in the mighty rush 
of armed men to the front. 

It is said that a fleet of nearly 400 troop ships 
of all sizes is employed in the work, the greatest 
armada of all time devoted to one purpose. 
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PLAYGROUND EQUIPMENT. 

Owing to the fact that the equipment in the 
public playgrounds is all of the same standarJ, 
and that st&ndard only suitable for the bigger 
children, frequent accidents occur.

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DE. WEINSBERG’S ACQUITTAL. 


Judge Morris had only one question to pass 
upon in sustaining the motion to direct an ac- 
quittal in the Weinsberg case. That was as to 
whether the testimony presented by the Govern- 
ment was sufficient to prove that Dr. Weinsberg 
actually intended, in giving his-interview to 
Post-Dispatch reporters, to cause members of the 
military forces of the country to fail in their 
duty. 

Admitting, for the sake of argument, that he 
did utter the statements attributed ‘to him and 
that they consisted of gloomy and discouraging 
predictions of disaster to the allied arms, counsel 
for the defense raised the point that it was in- 
cumbent upon the Government to prove that his 
motives were disloyal. The defense averred that 
nothing had been offered to show a disloyal mo- 
tive, outside the language employed, and con- 
tended that this language was not in itself suf- 
ficient to make out a case against him. 

In an earlier ruling, the Court had held that 
an expression of opinion might within itself be a 
disloyal act,.if intended to cause a failure of 
duty and if, when communicated to the military 
forces, it might reasonably be expected to cause 
such failure.

It was argued upofrthe defendant’s behalf that

On the charge of 
violating the law Dr. Weinsberg is vindicated. 
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“Work or fight” is a good motto. But how 
can it be applied to the dealer in necessities 
who. works the public and fights for the profits? 
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COST OF TELEGRAPHING MONEY. 

The following letter calls attention to what ap- 
pears to be an unreasonable system of charging 
for telegraphing money: 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Permit me to draw attention to the out- 
rageous charges exacted by the Western: 
Union Telegraph Co. for transmission of funds 
to our lads overseas. 

Yesterday I saw a poor mother who wanted 
to cable her boy in London $10, but on being 
informed the charges would be $8, she was 
unable to transmit her widow’s mite. 

While the Western Union delivers cables 
to the A. E. F. at 7 cents per word, they add 
24 cents per word, as an extra toll, when wir- 
ing funds. This, I consider, unreasonable and 
unpatriotic, FE. McRAE. 
Charges for telegraphing money appear to be 

based on the idea that this service is vastly dif- 
ferent from telegraphing information, inquiries 
or other merely mental products. It is true that 
money is material, but everyone knows: the mate 
rial money is not sent by wire and that tele- 
graphing money involves banking and bookkeep- 
ing. If one gets a draft on New York from a bank 
and mails it, it simply costs him the postage. 
Why should the banking and bookkeeping service 
of the telegraph companies, in the telegraphing of 
money,’ be so costly? The sender gives actual 
cash to the company or the full amount to be 
turned over to the receiver at the other end. Why 
should the charge for speed be so heavy?
